th a t the great m ajority of English­ 
men recalled Monday. 
Above all, England remembered 
the series of Sherlock Holmes stories 
wherein he portrayed with extraor­ 
dinary vividness not only the great­ 
est detective in fiction, but also the 
quieter, more leisurely London of 
late Victorian days.
